Early  in  1942,  after  she  had  helped  organize  the 
Community's  airplane-spotting  activities.  Mis  Crawford 
was  called  to  the  University  as  a  Director  of  the  Prince- 
inn  Personnel  Index,  which  had  been  brought  into  being 
to  dovetail  the  wartime  demand  for,  and  the  supply  of, 
men  with  special  qualifications-  The  Index,  or  talent 
pool,"  mushroomed  at  an  incredible  rate  and  promptly 
pushed  itself  out  of  any  available  space  in  Nassau  Hall.

Round  Two 
of  the  battle  over  off-street  park- 
ing lots,  scheduled  for  7:30  Tues- 
day night  in  Borough  Hall,  is  not 
expected  to  be  staged  in  an  atmos- 
phere of  brotherly  love.  For  one 
tiling,  the  mayor  and  council  are 
currently  on  record  as  unanimous- 
ly in  favor  of  acquiring  various 
parcels  oJ  land  in  the  business  dis- 
trict from  a  number  of  property 
owners  who  do  not  want  to  sell. 

Both  sides  have  stated  that  the 
disagreement  will  be  carried  to  the 
courts,  a  development  believed  to 
be  unprecedented  in  this  muni- 
cipality's 140-year  history.  When 
attorneys  are  retained  and  other 
aspects  of  legal  jousting  incur 
additional  expense,  it  is  but  hu- 
man nature  that  feeling  should 
run    high. 

A  further  twist  has  been  intro- 
duced since  the  first  public  hear- 
ing on  June  23.  Affected  pro- 
perty owners  have  formed  a 
"Committee  for  the  Preservation 
of  Princeton  Properly"  and  have 
addressed  a  series  of  open  letters 
to  the  mayor  and  council.  One 
made  public  this  week  carries  the 
strongest  sort  of  charge:  a  direct 
accusation  that  Mayor  Sturges  is 
supporting  the  ordinance  because 
the  property  owned  by  a  corpora- 
tion of  which  he  is  president  "will 
increase  in  value  by  $30,000  to 
$40,000"  if  the  parking  lot  is  creat- 
ed. 

The  letter  asserts  that  the

It's  a  demanding  play, 
asking  for  serious  understanding, 
but  ii  would  seem  that  onlj  a 
blockhead  would  fail  to  gather  at 
least  giimpse  of  the  powerfully 
moving  quality  of  the"  dra 
alone    its   theatrical   excellence. 

The  Players  return  to  lighter 
fare  next  week  with  a  prog 
three  one-acters  packaged  as  "Two 
Hours  Traffic."  The  interestingly 
varied  program  will  include:  "Hel- 
lo Out  There"  by  Saroyan;  "The 
Apollo  of  Bellac"  by  Giraudoux; 
and  "Red  Peppers"  by  Noel  Cow- 
ard. Something  is  sure  to  click. 

The  full  personnel  resources  of 
the  Players  will  go  into  the  casting 
of  the  one-acters,  with  assists  from 
guest  performers  such  as  Elizabeth 
Parrish  iwho  starred  in  the  Intime 
production  of  "Antigone."  Incident- 
ally, the  Murray  Theatre  box  of- 
fice has  pointed  out  that  many  per- 
sons have  been  turned  away  be- 
cause of  sellouts  at  the  end  of  the 
yeek,  while  tickets  for  the  first 
three  performances  are  usually 
available. 


II  hardly  need  be  pointed  out 
here  that  the  Oedipus  legend  is 
dynamite,  and  Cocteau's  rework- 
ing has  it.  The  Players  have  given 
the  piece  an  amazing  production. 
in  acting,  direction  and  technical 
aspects  (notably  the  lighting  and 
sound  effects,  plus  once  again, 
Hugh    Hardy's   beautiful   sets). 

The  perfection  of  Selly  Weber's 
performance  in  a  -  part  covering 
only  one  of  the  four  acts  tends  to 
overshadow  other  excellent  acting 
by  the  principals  and  supporting 
players.  Cocteau  has  added  new 
interpretation  to  the  Sphinx  and 
Miss  Weber  pours  power  into  the 
role  of  the  enigmatic  agent  of  fate 
(the  infernal  machine),  tentatively 
offering  aid  to  blind  mankind  but 
finally  implacable  in  rendering 
retributive   justice.
